LION, the nobleft of many that graced his native Fo- 
F reft, had long held Dominioa overthe other Animals : 
For tho’ they all confidercd themfelves as his Rivals, they 
neither of them poff-ffed his Strength or his Fortitude ; and 
by their Want of thefe, they feemed marked out for his in- 
eriors. Nor could any Diitinétion paid to him, in conte- 
quence, be deemed a Debafement of thofe who offered ity 
fince to be next to him in Power argued confiderable Merit. 
—Accordingly, for fome Ages the King of the Forelts was 
undifturbed in his Right of Pre-eminence: A Rieht, all 
but -his Enemies allow him to have ufcd with Tendernefs 
and Moderation. 

At length, however, a ravenous Herd, chiefly Foxer I 
believe, in his own Dominions, fpread feveral Reports inju- 
rious both to the Reputation and Repofe of the Lion ; in 
particular, that his Conttitution was nufound, his Strength 
mach impaired ; and, in fine, that from the altered State 
of both Mind and Body, it was obvious he could not long 
furvive the many Difeafes under which hg laboured.

As he was one Day, after much Fatigue, reclining in a 
fhady Recefs, a number of thofe Animals who had confpi- 
red his Ruin, advanced to the Skirt of the Foreft, in order 
to obtain a Sight of him, or, if pofible, to feize him by 
Surprize.—As they found he had taken no Meafures to 
prevent their Approach, they were confirm’d in their Be- 
lief of the Tales of their Friends the Foxes; and this 
Thought iofpiring them with frefh Hopes, they came fome- 
what nearer than they would otherwife have dared to ven- 
ture.

Clofe to the wate)ful Cock, appeared a large Ass, of fo 
very ferious an Afpedt, he might have been taken for a 
Spaniard :, But notwithitanding his grave Look, that feem- 
ed to promife great Penetration, it was faid he was fo near- 
fighted, he could fearcely fee the Length of his Nofe.—He 
gave a very feeble Bray of Defiance, and difappeared. 

Next tothefe, came a Ruffian Bear of prodigious Size. 
She looked one.of the molt formidable Enemies the Lion 
could encounter. Her Form befpoke enduring Hardinefs, 
and her Afpect uncommon Ferocity.—It was remarked the 
did not poffefs the utmoft Agility, it being a thort Time 
fince fhe was taken from a State perfectly favage. 

There followed, at a convenient Difiance, a monftrous o- 
vergrown Wat er-Rat, generated, it was faid, among the 
muddy Bogs of Holland. This Reptile /eemed not quite, fo 
forward as fome of the others; but was notwithftanding'em- 

loyed in carrying Provifions to them, and in #/db/ing at the 
Lise as often as he could find Opportunities. 

A Swedi/h Wor (which being neariy of the fame Spe- 
cies ‘with the Fox, is fuppofed to poffefs his Cunning with 
more Fiercenefs) kept alfo in the Rear, ready to-aflitt his 
worthy Colleagues, the Bear, &c. 

There was alfo in the Herd a little Horst, of the Da- 
ni/b Breed; who feemed at firft to have fome Compunction 
at offending his old Friend the Lion: However he was 
dragged on hy the reft, who had none of them the lealt 
Senfe of Gratitude or Honour. 

When they came within a certain Diftance of the Lron’s 
Den, they halted by Confent, and called a Council of War ; 
at which they gave their different Opinions as to the beft 
Manner of pestroyinc him.—The Cocx was for pecking 
out his Eyes—the Ass for trampling upon bim—the Bear 
for HuGGING Sim to Death—the Wotr for, faffening upon 
him neninp—and the Rat for grawing at his Sinews.— 
The Horst, being the mot geverous Animal among them, 
deferred giving his final Opinion—till he fhould fee the 
others engaged. ; : 

However, in the Courfe of their March, their vapouring 
Noife, particularly that of the Cock, reached the Ear of 
the Lion—and he ftood before the Confpirators with daunt- 
lefs Majefty, fhook his thaggy Mane in Token of Deliance, 
and railing his Voice they fed, confounded at the tre- 
mendous Roar!

chickens, and fuch like. They driok_no other liquor than 
whey, milk, and water, or they are fometimes indulged 
with a glafs of weak negus. ‘Their fupper is fomewhat fi- 
milar to their breakfalt. They muft take a deal of exercife, 
and go to bed early. In this manner, till within thefe two 
years, the two eldeft Princes lived ;' and, altHough the Prin- 
cefs Royal is a little indulged of Jate, yet her diet and ex- 
ercife is ftill particularly regulated by their Majetties. 

The Admiral and Captains of the Ruffian fquadrons which 
lie off Deal, were entertained in a feperb manner on Friday 
laft at the houfe of Mr North, eldeft fon of Lord North.
